Bncloood  you  will  find  the  TWX'a  deaUng  with  the  Florida 
problem*  Ibese  meoeages  are  self -explanatory,  bo  I will  launch 
Into  mj  partlcvdar  pbase  of  thle  operation. 


On  the  29th  of  April  I took  off  from  Dobbins  Air  Force  due, 
Georgia  In  a T-33  (eli^^le  engine  Jet)  Juat  after  noon  tl^e.  X 
vaa  flying  an  Instrument  flight  rules  clearance  via  high  altitude 
Jet  alrwaya  to  Key  Vest  Ha-val  Air  Station  at  an  assigned  altitude 
of  29,000  feet.  Kf  route  took  me  across  A Inn  (Georgia),  JkcksonTllle 
(Florida),  diytoca  Beach  (Florida),  Vero  Beach  (Florida),  dila 
Beach  (Florida),  Mlanl  and  Key  Vest.  On  takeoff  from  Atlanta 
we  through  a broken  layer  of  strato  cuznilua  brcaHilng  out 

on  top  at  about  $,OQO  feet.  As  ve  approeched  Jhcksonvllle  all 
clouds  below  us  became  non-exletent.  South  of  ^Axcksonvllle  I 
could  see  across  the  state  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  I had  been 
briefed  cn  a froat  (cold)  approaching  the  state  from  over  the 
Guld.  X could  eee  the  leading  edge  of  the  front  on  the  bare  edge 
of  the  western  horlxon  far  out  over  the  Gulf.  Kov,  I had  been 
aware  of  UFO  reports  from  the  Fort  Fierce,  Florida  area.  These 
reports  were  talephcnletD  Itetrlck  Air  Force  Base  and  the  Eglln 
Air  Three  Base.  So,  I amde  a point  to  be  espsclslly  watchful  for 
any  vlsuaJL  sightings*  JUst  as  we  were  passing  over  the 

Fort  Pierce  area  the  aircraft  ran  Into  moderate  turbulence  of  the 
short  wave  type. • .that  Is,  like  riding  In  a car  over  a washboard 
road*  This  surprised  me  because  I know  that  a Jet  streoai  did  not 
exist  over  Florida  at  this  time  and  that  the  wind  shear  coexponent 
was  not  sufficient  to  produce  turbulence  of  soy  degree*  TTie  wind 
at  ay  altitude  was  a nominal  7^  knots  from  260  degrees.  X had 
raaeabered  that  one  of  the  telcphonle  reports  stipulated  turbulence 
la  cooDeotlop  with  one  of  the  sightings.  I began  searching  for  an 
answer.  Being  a Floridian  I recalled  that  muck  fires  were  not 
uncoDacn  Jn  the  Everglades.  Tba  glades  lay  from  the  twal'/e- thirty 
to  four  o*elock  position  to  the  aircraft.  I looked  over  the  glades 
closely  and  laoediately  noted  a very  large  muck  fire*  How,  as 
'Tfplcal  with  a cold  front  sltuatioa  the  surface  wind  was 


i*rom  the  east  pushing  the  sinokQ  and  beat  toward  the  Vest  Coast  of 
Florida.  This  relatively  wans  air  naturally  was  lifting  In  the 
uurraundlng  cool  sir.  VOien  the  continuing  warm  air  rose  rapidly 
to  the  higher  altitudes  it  ran  Into  the  reversed  upper  winds  (high 
altitude  westerly).  In  the  process  of  being  lifted  the  smoke  was 

i'iltered  and  cleared,  3rwt  the  air  remained  relatively  heated.  It 
Jte  'noved  directly  across  our  ccurse,  thereby  causing  turbulence.

ICey  West*  penetrated  and  landed*  I refueled  at  Kiey  >fest  and 
filed  anortber  Instnnoent  Flight  Rules  clearance*  This  tlise  cay 
dastlcatloa  vaa  t^/rtla  Beach  Air  Force  Base  In  South  Carolina.  M/ 
route  vaa  the  reverse  of  the  other  vlth  a change  of  course  at  Jackson 
villa  tnJting  me  over  the  Atlantic  direct  to  Charleston^  S*  C*f  thence 
direct  to  !<rrtle  Beach*  I flev  this  route  at  an  altitude  of  2d,000 
feet*  After  reaefalDg  altitude  as  ve  approached  the  cnlzilaud  of 
Florida  Inbound  to  Ml  ami  ^ I noticed  that  the  eqxaill  line  associated  vlth 
the  GQCooilng  cold  froat  ms  nov  lying  parallel  to  the  Florida  Vfest 
Coast«almost  at  the  Bhorellne  vertically.  It  vaa  tight  squall  line 
vlth  a great  deal  of  veather  activity  (high  vlnds  at  the  surfhce« 
ll^tning,  etc*)  The  tops  of  the  hl^^st  thimderhoada  reached  to 
prohehly  38,000  feet.  But  the  haste  squell  Una  top  vos  at  about 
2^,000  feet.  Jhst  beyond  Hlaal  I noticed  sccos  unusual  bright  blobs  of 
ll^t*  Z aust  set  ths  stage  here*  • *th«  Sun  vas  setting.  . .for 
those  on  the  ground  the  Sun  bod  set.  • .for  those  at  my  altitude  and 
higher  the  Sun  vaa  still  shining.  X vas  able  to  quickly  Identify  the 
aircraft  since  I had  seen  a Btiateglc  Air  Cornand  tanker^boedber  re* 
fjeling  operation  before.  This  one  vas  even  more  spectacular  due  to 
the  reflection  of  the  Sun  on  the  aircraft  and  the  condensation  trails 
the  airezaft  were  laaklng. . .all  this  against  the  relatively  dark 
background  of  the  aid  nous  squall  line. 

!7othlng  else  of  an  unust&l  nature  occurred  during  the  reminder 
of  the  lag  into  ^tFX'tle  Beach.

tbs  Federal  Aviation  Agency  to  Inquire  If  a never  type  anti -colli  si  on 
beoecp  vos  being  used.  (The  standard  beacon  is  rotatlag  sodium  (red)) 
light),  ttsy  said  they  vould  check  Into  it.  I vas  later  informed 
that  they  vera  ezperloentlng  vlth  a nev  light.  Ihey  did  know  hew 
many  vere  used  as  the  sxperlcMint  vas  being  ecoducted  from  the 

field  offices.  Ctey  added  that  several  Jet-alrllners  vere  uni»g  the
